congress 
for new 


spending. 
At least until "the country is in 


better condition," the president said, 
voluntary associations, .business and 
general citizenry should realize a 
need "not to increase 
but to de- 


crease the expenditures of the fed- 
eral government." 


However, his call for a halt in 


-what was termed the annual mass- 
ing up of pressures in behalf of self- 
interested sectional projects gave no 
final answer to the administration's 
course toward" taxation. 


It fell almost in-the midst of 


diverging proposals by members of 
congress for curing the nation's 
fiscal 
ailments. 
Some continued 


their advocacy of new federal bor- 
rowing to meet the deficit. A rap- 
idly mounting number 
called 
for 


additional taxation, whether upon 
incomes high and low, general sales 
or luxuries. 


The administration's 
answer is 


due within a month or six weeks. 


As an example of what he meant 


by taking the spending pressure off 
the coming congress, President Hoo- 
ver cited and praised the action of 
the American 
Legion 
in 
voting 


against demands for new bonus 
legislation. 


Mr. Hoover said the legion had 


"set an example to other voluntary 
bodies in the country in its determi- 
nation to makt! no' requests of the 
next congress." 


Cites Rejected Bills 


As a further instance, he told of 


271 bills introduced in the last con- 
gress^-all of them tejected. 
' - 


Had all of them been passed, he 
said, additional 
appropriations of 


§6,100,000,000 ould have been called 
for during the current fiscal year 
and nearly 'f 17,000,000,000 during the 
next 10 years. 
" These demands, the president ex- 
plained, came mostly from 
volun- 


tcry associations, group 
interests, 


section interests and business. 


"We are all familiar," 
he said, 


"with the energies they show both 
Jn direct pressures upon congress 
and the administration and the pro- 
paganda which they carry on in the 
country to. induce citizens to exert 
their individual 
influence 
in the 


massing up of pressures. 


"This is a time when-they should 


emulate the American 
Legion in 


standing with what is the wish of 
the administration and the 
great 


.majority of congressmen and 
sen- 


nators—that is, not to increase but 
to decrease the expenditures of the 
federal government." 


Briefly the situation 
being at- 


tacked by the president is this: Re- 
ceipts for the current 
year 
are 


8241,000,000 less than at the same 
time last year. Expenditures 
are 


$170,000,000 greater. 
The 
deficit 


last year approached the billion dol- 
lar mark.

"That is beside ther point gentle- 


men. 
The finding 
is 
death by 


drowning—goodbye." 


And with that he walked from 
the room. 


Widow Ends Testimony.

It is estimated his 
campaign caused the loss of orders 
for two billion yards of manufac- 
tured cloth during the past two years 
and is responsible for dark silent fac. 
tories and thousand of unemployed 
workmen.

There 
were shouts of "good old Gandhi" 
and others not so complimentary as 
a great throng of mill families press- 
ed around the station.

Lindbergh, Dr. Hens Liu, di- 


rector of the National Flood Relief 
commission's department of hygiene 
and sanitation, and Dr. J. N. Grant,

Peiping Union Medical colege, who 
made the flight, took off almost im- 
mediately to return to Nanking, de- 
ciding they could do nothing except 
save the plane from possible dam- 
age.

sion a serenity and dignity, as well 
as 'a conscientious • devotion to his 
task; which won the •• highest praise 
from the ablest and most discrimi- 
nating of his associates. . . 


"Chief Justice Taney 
had deep- 


seated convictions us to the consti- 
tutional right of personal 
liberty, 


and even in the stress of Civil war 
and at the risk of personal abuse to 
which indeed he was subjected . . . 
He maintained that right against 
the 'executive deciding that suspen- 
sion of the writ of habeas corpus 
was beyond the powers of the presi- 
dent. 


Kept Fearless Spirit 


"The chief justice then 
was 84 


years old. He had suffered during 
the years following the Dred Scott 
case the gravest assaults upon his 
judicial action and personal char- 
acter, but, while frail in- body and 
deeply grieved, he was still fearless 
in spirit, vigorous In mind and un- 
shaken in will. He was ready, with- 
out hesitation, to do his duty as he 
saw it."

Babson Is Optimistic Follow- 


ing Conference of Busi- 
ness Leaders 


Babson Park, Mass.—Here at Bab- 


son Park we have just held the 
Eighteenth Annual National Busi- 
ness conference, at which business 
men, labor leaders, Investors, bank- 
ers, and Government officials gath- 
ered to discuss the pressing prob- 
lems of the moment. Labor and un- 
employment was recognized as the 
most important issue. I want to say 
that as a result of this Conference, 


j I personally am more optimistic on 


the outlook for business and for un- 
employment than I have been at any 
time during the depression. I .am op- 
timistic because I saw this represen- 
tative grroup of American 
people 


from all parts of the country were 
imbued with a. new spirit of courage, 
determination, and unselfishness,— 
a desire to get back to the 
funda- 


mentals of thinking, 
living-, and 


working which built up this great 
country. 


Assistant Secretary of Labor, "W. 
W. Husband, speaking- for Secretary 
Doak, struck the kejnote at the 
Conference when he said: "We need 
a rebirth of the spirit that has given 
this country 
the 
foremost 
place 


among nations. 
President Hoover 


has said: 'Economic depression can- 
not be cured by legislation or execu- 
tive pronouncement.1 To me, at any 
rate, this Is an axiom. 
Something 


else is needed and that something is 
what is known as the 'I will' spirit." 
As the discussion progressed, opin- 
ion crystalized on this point, namely, 
that it is not money, commodities, 
machinery, legislation, or other ma- 
terial things that the world needs to- 
day, but rather a renewal of spir- 
itual forces. This alone will give the 
confidence which all nations so sore- 
ly need. Proceeding on these funda- 
mental principles,

then outlined a practical program 
whereby these principles may be put 
into effect. 


Put Young In Schools 


Recognizing that what the -unem-

the following resolutions which were 
forwarded to the Gifford Committee 
for Unemployment Relief: (1) That 
the Smith-Hughes bill be revised to 
permit schools to take the adult 
worker who is out of employment, 
and, in order that the unemploy- 
ment situation may be relieved, all 
workers tinder 18 be released 
and 


kept in school. If this were done all, 
or a large proportion of adults could 
be given employment. (2) That any 
worker under 18 should be permitted 
to attend school during this period 
of over-supply of labor and that he 
shall be reimbursed by a fair sum. 
His schooling would not require ad- 
ditional school buildings because our 
buildings are being used only six 
hours a. day at present. The teachers 
required might lessen the unemploy- 
ment in the teaching ranks. 


(3) That the courses of education 


for such young workers should be 
carefully planned in order that they 
might contribute not only to intellec- 
tual development, but much more to 
the spiritual and vocational equip- 
ment of such young people. 
This 


spiritual awakening and 
training 


should be given both for the individ- 
ual's welfare and for the welfare of 
our democracy. Instead of "doles" 
merely of money, should we not also 
dole out judgment and courage? (4) 
That further taxes are justifiable 
for unemployment relief only provid- 
ed the money Is distributed for non- 
competitive work, such as rebuild- 
ing our slums, for sane education of 
a vocational nature, and for awak- 
ening the souls of men and women 
in a truly constructive way. 


Against Hoarding 
I also believe that a national cam- 


paign 
against "hoarding", a cam- 


paign based on patriotic 
grounds 


such as sold Liberty Bonds during 
the War, would do much good In 
starting money back into circulation, 
speeding up business, 
and giving 


men jobs. It Is astonishingly true 
that over $820,000,000 has been tak- 
en out of circulation and hoarded 
away in safe deposit boxes, attics, 
cellars, trunks, and possibly hollow 
oak-trees. Also people, who have no 
need to, have cut down necessary ex 
penditures merely because "depres 
sion psychology 
has 
frightened 


them. 
Those whose incomes have 


not been lowered ought to pursue 
their normal living, and to buy those 
things which they need, thus afford- 
ing -work for their less fortunate 
brothers. The very life blood of busi- 
ness is the 
rapid circulation of 


money. 
Hence, this hoarding Is a 


pernicious thing and brands the 
hoarder as both cowardly and unpa- 
triotic. There Is plenty of money in 
this country, but because of lack of 
confidence and because of unreason- 
ing terror much of it is temporarily 
hidden away. Get it out again and 
business and employment will 
at 


once revive. 


Furthermore, 
those 
well-to-do 


people, who fear the dole with Its 
increase in taxes had far 
better 


spend money for commodities than 
have it taken away from them in 
"dole" taxes. By buying goods now 
they will help the unemployed more 
than by any public or private char- 
ity, and make the dole unnecessary. 
1 do not mean that there should be 
extravagance. We are suffering now 
from the effects of the extravagan- 
ces of 1928 and 1929. Rather, I mean 
buying of useful things at present 
bargain levels, things which they 
are now refraining from buying for 
fear of being criticized or because 
they have become panicky over con- 
ditions. Remember that unemploy- 
ed dollars make unemployed men 
For self-protection, for humanity's 
sake, and for patriotism, every one 
who can afford to should buy goods 
now.

back: to the level prevailing in 1913. 
Counting the wholesale dollar as 
worth 100 cents In 1926, it now has 
a purchasing power of tl-43. This Is 
exactly what It was In 1913 and It 
compares with a low value of 65 
cents in 1920. 


The wholesale price index is bas- 


ed on averages for different groups 
of commodities. 
Taken by groups 


the price declines are shown to dif- 
fer considerably. 
Again using the 


1926 value as the basis of compari- 
son, the present day dollar Is worth 
$1.54 in the purchase of farm prod- 
ucts, $1.37 for foods, |1.53 for tex- 
tile products, $1.72 for fuel and lighting, $1.33 for building materials and 
$1.14 for house furnishing materials. The greatest change is found in au- 
tomobile tires, where the 1926 dollar Is worth 12.19. 


The average cost of living does not reflect as treat u decrease as whole- 


sale commodity prices, although the purchasing power of the dollar at re- 
tail has been rapidly rising this year. Wholesale commodity prices feel 
the first effect of price deflation, retail price reductions often continuing 
after wholesale prices have turned upward. 


It costs 30 per cent less for the American family to live than it did at 


the peak of post-war prices, 13 per cent less than at the beginning of the 
deflation in 1929 and 10 per cent less than it did a year ago. Food and 
clothing prices have receded more than any other'items in the family 
budget, the declines from the peak of 1929 being 26 and 21 per cent re- 
spectively. 
The history of previous periods of deflation has been that 


prices recover much more slowly than they fall. 


DEVISE PUMP FOR 


FIGHTING PEAT 


AND MARSH FIRES

tune. 
Alfred Wojta and Lawrence 


Dewey constructed the unit under 
direction of F. W. Duffeet 
profes- 


sor of agricultural engineering. 


It consist* of a 50 horsepower 


Wisconsin-made engine, and a two 
stage centrifugal pump, both mount- 
ed on an eight-inch frame on a 12 
foot trailer. The engine 
has six 


cylinders and through the 
pump 


creates a pressure of 115 pounds. 
The pump will shoot 500 gallons a 
minute, or almost three-quarters of 
a million gallons a day, depending 
upon the suction head. 


The trailer has pneumatic tires 


which will permit the unit to be 
hauled on highways by trucks. Cata- 
pillar tractors will 
put the 
unit 


through brush and marshes. It will 
carry 2,000 feet of three-inch hose 
and 400 feet of li inch hose to per- 
mit operation almost a half 
mile 


from the water supply. 


In T. test near the laboratory the 


pump developed a pressure 
that 


necessitated two men at each of the 
two hoses which were attached. A 
Eearchllght which may be swung In 
any direction has been mounted on 
top of the unit to permit fire fight- 
ing at night.

Developments in the prohibition con-

The latest 
significant move is that by the Ameri- 
can Legion National convention which 
by a better than two to one vote has 
asked congress to submit repeal or 
modification of the present prohibition 
laws to the states, with the request 
that each state submit the issue to its 
voters. The Legion resolution de- 
clares that the Eighteenth amendment 
has created a condition endangering re- 
spect for law and the security of 
American institutions. There is also 
news from Washington that might 
have an important bearing on the sub- 
ject. Secretary of Agriculture Arthur 
M. Hyde has announced that he will 
soon undertake an investigation of the 
economic aspects with regard to agri- 
culture of proposals to permit the man- 


- jtifacture of beer. The secretary said 


,he was making the survey purely as' a 
personal matter. A White House sec- 


^.retary asked the census bureau for in- 
• formation concerning brewery works. 


These developments, while perhaps not 


"of great importance, will afford 
the 


/wets at least temporary encourage- 
ment. 


There have been rumors emanating 


•from Washington that President Hoo- 
-ver planned to ask congress when it 
'convenes in December to legalize beer 
and light wines. Apparently these ru- 
mors are groundless, for sources close 
to the president have announced that 
he.plans no such action and that he 
still considers the Eighteenth amend- 
ment a noble experiment and wants to 
give it a further trial. 


Perhaps, after all, these develop- 


ments will be just mirages in the desert 
as far as the wets are concerned but 
they do show that the administration 
is gathering data on just what the eco- 
nomic effects would be if beer of 2 
or 3 per cent of alcoholic content 
legalized. One leading brewer has es- 
timated that the return of beer would 


. put about a million men to work and 


that it would in large measure speed 
the return of prosperity. Frankly, we 
think his figures are overdrawn and 
that the economic aspects of the situ- 
ation would not be nearly as far-reach- 
ing as he declares. 


The vote of the Legion delegates by 
| states, we believe, fairly well reflects 


the wet and dry sentiment throughout 
the country. These delegates, represen- 
tative citizens, are drawn from every 
walk of life and their opinions and be- 


/ liefs, and economic and social theories, 


will be found to be about the same as 
that of the average citizen throughout 


'i the country. A majority of the south- 


ern and some of the middle western 
states that were notoriously dry be- 
fore the Eighteenth amendment was 
adopted, voted against repeal. Alabama, 
however, voted in favor of repeal. So 
did Georgia, Florida, Kentucky, North 
Carolina and Louisiana. Tennessee, 
Texas, Mississippi, Kansas and Arkan- 
sas voted no, indicating that sentiment 


1 
was still strong in those states in favor 


* of the Eighteenth amendment. As was 
to be expected Massachusetts, Illinois, 
New Jersey, New York and Wisconsin, 
the wet states, voted to a man for re- 
peal. The total vote of the delegates 
was 1,008 for congress to submit re- 
peal or modification to 394 agaihst". 


After better than ten years trial of 


the prohibition law there is every rea- 
son to believe that if the question were 
submitted to the states that is just

CIVILIZED CITIES 


How may a city's degree of civiliza- 


tion be estimated? The question comes 
up now and then when some magazine 
writer devotes an article to the sub- 
ject. The latest such attention-caller 
is "Civilization in American Cities," an 
article by R. L. Duffus, appearing in 
the current Scribner's. 


Anyone who wants to grade his own 


town must consider such items as low 
death rate, amount of money per capita 
spent for reading, amount of support 
given to purely creative artists, homi- 
cide rate, tolerance, interest in schools 
and arts, living standards of average 
citizen, and so on. Doubtless the use 
of leisure time is an important factor 
as well as the amount of leisure. Some 
people will feel that a community's in- 
ternational outlook has to be consid- 
ered, too, a contemptuous attitude to- 
ward one's neighbor across the street 
or across the ocean being hardly 
worthy of the civilized man or commu- 
nity, 


Rivalry among American cities as to 


which of them is most civilized seems a 
silly thing. But it might do all of them 
good to consider the general character- 
istics of civilization and to study tnem 
carefully with reference to their own 
citizens and their own civic life. 


THE EVERLASTING LAND 


There is said to be a new back-to-the- 


land movement at present—not * a 
scramble by any means, but a slow, 
widespread 
tendency 
apparent in 


America and throughout the rest of the 
industrial world, like an ebb tide from 
the cities. 


This is natural, perhaps inevitable. 


Bad as agricultural conditions are, al- 
most anyone can see that when there 
is no work in town, a family is better 
off in the country. There is always 
work there. And though it may not 
pay much in money, or even in com- 
fort, it usually manages to sustain life 
and provide certain basic and enduring 
satisfactions that are hard to realize 
in city life. 


The land is always there, waiting. 


From it all men came. Back to it all 
men go. By it all men are sustained, 
directly or indirectly, no matter how 
artificial and complicated life becomes. 
It is reassuring t6 realize once more 
that the universal mother stands ready 
to welcome back her children in time 
of need. Touching the earth again, 
like fabled Antaeus, they gain new 
strength for life's wrestle and see life 
with new sanitv.

TARIFF TRADE LOSSES 


The United States had an "unfavorable" bal- 


ance of trade in August, the first for any month 
since May of 1929. The value of our imports ex- 
ceeded the value of our exports by a million dol- 
lars, although the balance for the eight months 
of this year remains in our favor. 


Buying more than we sell may or may not bo 


a caiibo for worry. If we have too much gold— 
more than half the world supply—and our ex- 
cess of purchases causes its export, a so-called 
•unfavorable balance mirrht be beneficial. 


There is no doubt, however, that the continu- 


ing decline m our foreign trade is a matter for 
concern. August exports, were $105,000,000, com- 
pared with ?297,7S5,000 last year. Imports were 
$106,000,000, \\hcreas last year they were $218,- 
472,000. Our August exports for five years before 
1930 had been in excess of S37ii,000,000. 


Declining exports of course mean a smaller 


production of jroods, more closed factories and 
more idle men. It means the destruction of thu 
export margin which in past years has absorbed 
our surpluses, and which President Hoover, econ- 
omists and business men have said mada the dif- 
ference between prosperity and hard times.—New 
York World-Tclcsram.

It is merely a couple of tanks 
or cylinders of compressed oxygen 
ajid carbon dioxide, and roi inflat- 
able rufaber bag from which the vic- 
tim may inhale the 93-7- per cent 
mixture of oxygen and carbonic acid 
gas (carbon dioxide.) It adds much 
to the "\alue of the prone-pressure 
manual artifical respiration or re- 
suscitation, but it is of on use with- 
out such manual artificial respira- 
tion. 


Carbon dioxide, you see, is what 


makes us breathe. Oxygen does not 
make us breathe. Give a person a 
few whiffs of pure oxygen and 
lie 


ceases breathing altogether for from 
two to eight minutes. Give him a 
few whiffs of diluted carbon dioxide, 
anything up to 7 or 8 per cc-nt in 
air or oxygen and he will breathe 
deeply and rapidly.

cut out the comical Fireman Savo 
My Child act and give your smoke 
asphyxiated victims a chance. Any 
Boy Scout- or Girl Scout can show 
the dumb eggs in the health de- 
partment, police department or the 
fire department how to resuscitate.

end, do much to clear the business 
atmosphere throughout the Tvorld. 
We shall feel its reverberations for 
a while, but ultimately both England 
'[ 


and the world at large will be better 
off because it happened. Anyone who 
knows British pride realizes that 
only a great national and interna- 
tional 
emergency 
could 
have 


forced her to suspend the gold stand- 
ard. The pound sterling means more 
than just British money. It has for 
centuries been the proud standard 
of value throughout 
the 
world. 


Therefore the dramatic 
action of 


England In finally letting it "drift 
•where it will" is striking proof to 
everybody that we have come 
to 
grips -with fundamentals and must 
•work out our own salvation. No pan- 
aceas or short-cuts will do. 
More- 


over, Human nature always fights 
best with its back to the wall. 
England's financial troubles are 


due: frist, to stabilizing the pound at 
par in 1925 in order to uphold tra- 
ditional 
British 
honor—whereas 


France, Italy, and 
other countries 


stabilized their currencies at & tre- 
mendous discount from par. France 
is now being praised for her stong 
financial position, but it should be 
remembered that France repudiated 
•three-fourths of her domestic debt 
by stabilizing the franc at one-fourth 
of its former value. This England re- 
fused to do and should be" praised for 
her courage and good intentions. 
Moreover, in the world-wide read- 
justment England has faltered un- 
der the staggering burden of debt. 
Second, England on the other hand, 
yielded to certain temptations which 
have led her astray. English bank- 
ers borrowed from us at 3 per cent 
and loaned their money to Germany 
at 7 per cent, thus taking 
a gam- 


bler's chance to recoup 
previous 


losses. 


These- loans are now frozen due to 


Germany's collapse. Third, English 
politicians gave labor a dole as the 
easiest way out, but this dole, has 
•wrecked British finance and killed 
Individual initiative. Fourth, Great 
Britain has lacked 
the 
financial 


statesmanship, judgment, and ener- 
gy, which characterized her leaders 
before the war. Much of this leader- 
ship, judgment, and energy, was kill- 
ed off by the war and it will take 
one or two generations to replace it. 
Financial "reforms needed 


Out of this chaos will emerge some 


constructive reforms in national and 
international finance that have long 
been needed. 
In the first place our 


bankers are 
going to realize that 


pouring more money into Europe 
does no good so long as Europe 
spends it for armaments, wastes'it 
on extravagant 
public 
improve- 


ments, or pays it out in doles. If our 
loans went for purely constructive 
business enterprise 
they 
would 


help, but the time has come to call a 
halt on pouring good money after 
bad. Until foreign nations guarantee 
that they will reduce armaments, 
practice domestic economy^ and hon- 
estly try to balance their budgets, 
more loans should be refused. Eng- 
land gives evidence that she is sin- 
cere in this respect. MacDonald's 
program of rigid economy, reduction 
in the dole, and a balanced budget, 
is one of the most constructive fac- 
tors in the present world situation. 


France, on the other hand, is not 


playing the game. She wants us to 
cancel her debts, but she continues 
to increase her armaments at an 
alarming rate. Germany seems firm- 
ly determined not to pay any more 
reparations. It is high time that the 
United States gave more attention to 
her own domestic finances, reducing 
expenditures, and avoiding Europe's 
mistakes. 


"We can help Europe and ourselves 


best by setting an example of nation- 
al economy, and by insisting as a 
condition of future loans, that Eur- 
ope cease preparations for war. 


Banking System Inadequate 


It is also obvious that the world 


can not remain permanently on a 
strict gold basis. Other foreign na- 
tions may follow England 
in sus- 


pending gold payments. The United 
States and France, 
with 
three- 


fourths of the world's gold supply, 
may be left holding the bag. Hence, 
I look for a conference to be called 
to consider the establishment of an 
international currency system which 
•will allow silver-using countries and 
other countries with an insufficient 
gold supply, to trade on an equal 
basis with gold-standard countries. 
Also the system for settlement o£ in- 
ternational balances 
is still 
anti- 


quated compared 
with 
domestic 


banking systems of all the great na- 
tions. 


Here in the United States we have 


$5,000,000,000 of gold, but our total 
volume of business transactions is 
around $750,000,000,000. Assuming a 
turn-over of twelve 
times a year, 


this would mean 
$60,000,000,000 of 


gold supporting 
$60,000,000,000 of 


credit instruments. In other words, 
our domestic credit is 11J times as 
great as our gold holdings. However, 
international trade settlements are 
still made, chiefly in gold. We need 
to develop an agreement with Eng- 
land, France, and other countries, 
on a banking system which will sup- 
plement the use of gold as a means 
of settlement. 
Some progress has 


been made along this line in interna- 
tional bankers' acceptances, but the 
system is far from perfect, and fails 
to provide the credit structure nec- 
essary to avoid undue loss of gold 
by any one country. Such a system 
may be one ultimate constructive re- 
sult of the present English debacle. 


Effects on Countries 


Ultimately the effects of gold sus- 


pension should be favorable to world 
business. However, the immediate 
effects will vary in different coun- 
tries. Even though Great Britain's 
bonds and notes, payable in foreign 
currencies, are not affected by the 
suspension, nevertheless, these, and 
other foreign bonds, will suffer from 
the shock. Creditor nations such as 
the United States, France, Sweden, 
Holland, and Switzerland, will incur

Grand Chute Group to Con

Outlet 


Recommendations of 
the 
state 


board of health on the disposal of 
sewage from Viola-st will be discussed 
by the town of Grand Chute at Its 
October meeting. 


After an inspection of the situa- 


tion, about which there have been 
complaints by Appleton residents, 
state engineers advised by May 1 
next year the town of Grand Chute 
install septic tanks and dry wells at 
all properties at present connected 
to the storm sewer on Viola-st, that 
a pump, sump and force main dis- 
charging into the city of Appleton 
sanitary sewer be installed if the 
approval of the Appleton council can 
be secured. 


In their investigation the 'engi- 


neers found that the discharge of 
raw sewage from the eight houses 
on Viola-st, which runs right angle 
to E. Wisconsin-ave, the north boun- 
dary limit of Appleton, results in 
an unsanitary condition and odor 
nuisance in a dry run located In Ap- 
pleton. • Sewage from the 
Violet-st 


houses is discharged Into the Viola- 
st storm sewer, which empties into 
a culvert at the intersection of Vio 
la-st ana E. Wisconsin-ave. From 
this culvert the sewage goes Into a 
storm sewer which runs across E, 
"Wisconsin-ave, and under the rail- 
road tracks, and discharges into a 
dry ditch. This results in an abnox- 
ious odor during warm weather.

STOCKS ARE HOT 


PURE SPECULATION 


Points Out That All Bonds 


Cannot 
Be Considered 


Good Investment, Either 


BY GEORGE T. HUGHES 


(Copj right, 1931, by Cons. Press) 
New York — Because as a rule 


interest payments on bon'ds are bet- 
ter secured than dividends on stocks 
and because bonds for many years 
have been rated more conservative 
investments than stocks it is not to 
be inferred that all bonds are invest- 
ments and all stocks are 
specula- 


tions. In each individual case the 
security depends first on the prop- 
erty back of the bond or the stock 
and second on the earning power 
represented. 


Generally the market fluctuations 


in bonds are more moderate 
than 


those in stocks, but that rule also 
is subject to many exceptions. There 
are plenty of bonds which are pure- 
ly speculative and which are sub- 
ject to market swings fully as wide 
as any stock. Do not buy a security 
simply because it is a bond in name 
or m fact and do not reject a stock 
simply because it 
represents 
an 


equity in the earnings and not a 
fixed charge. 


Each case must be considered on 


its merits alvvajs bearing in mind 
the fundamental distinction between 
bonds and stocks, namely that the 
interest on the bonds must be paid 
whereas the dividend on the stock 
is optional with the board of direc 
tors. 
There are stocks and many 


of them which have paid dividends 
so long that there is no reasonable 
doubt about their continuing to paj 
and these deservedly claim a high 
investment rating. There are stocks 
which have no bonds ahead of them 
and they, too, often are 
desirable 


investments just as safe as bonds. 


All of this does not change the 


fact that any investment list which 
contains only stocks is unbalanced. 
The proper proportion to be main- 
tained bet-ween the two depends on 
the requirements of the individual 
investor, but it is an unsound prac- 
tice to leave out bonds entirely. 


The theory that over "the longer 


period common stocks are more de- 
sirable investments than bonds, a 
theory which gained wide acceptance 
during the inflation in securities two 
years ago, will be discussed later 
on in this series. Suffice It to say 
that this proposition has fewer ad' 
herents today than it did then.
